Dipping into the inkpot to write 
what is so grandly termed a plat- 
form, I am keenly aware that 
brevity is a great thing.

Personally I have 
no kick coming because after eat- 
ing at the Union 'for three years 
I've at last got my own lïat rack. 
But everyone is not so lucky. 
Added checking facilities in the 
Union should be arranged for. 

2. The basement floor should be 
repaired. If done in time it will 
avert the cave-in now imminent, 

3. Special bargain days-in the 
Cafeteria have been held each year.

IWEET MOOTS IVIYSTERY 
OF MATTER AND MIND 

«/^AN Psychology Be Independent 
^ of Philosophy?" is the ques- 
tion to be discussed by Dr. 
narrower at a meeting of the Philo- 
sophical 'Society tomorrow, at S.15 
p.m. in the Music Room of the 
Union. Dr. Harrower, a noted 
psychologist, is working in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Penfield in the 
Neurological Building. Dr. Penfield 
is a graduate of Smith College and 
London University. 

The question to be taken up Is 
a vital one in as much as Psycho- 
logy has made vigorous atteïnpts 
to ally itself with the physical 
sciences and free itself from the 



philosophers. Whether the latter 
can ever be achieved is questioned 
Psychology and philosophy inevit- 
ably have problems in common, as 
for example,, the relation of body 
and mind, the mental and the 
physical. Psychologists as well as 
philosophers must take a stand on 
the subject of monism and dualism, 
Recent psychological investigations 
have led to the postulation of an 
alternative solution to the body- 
mind problem. This bears a similar- 
ity to the views of Whitehead and 
is of interest in that it shows 
psychology and philosophy con- 
verging towards a common ground 
from different angles.

"Behind the Shadow" Is 
Warning to Students 



»J«HE Tuberculosis Association, by 
public education. Is trying to 
wipe out the scourge that kills so 
many Canadians every year. In 
order to make McGill "TB" con- 
scious this association sent a doC' 
tor-lecturer to show a moving pic- 
ture of the various remedies to off- 
set th^ malady. The well known 
saying "An ounce of prevention is 
better than a pound of cure," was 
exemplified by the various tests 
shown, such as the blood test and 
x-rays of the chest which reveal 
any infection of the lungs. 

"Behind the Shadow" which was 
shown recently at the Department 
of Physical Education for men stu- 
dents, serves as a warning to the 
students of McGiU Inasmuch as 
when tests were taken a few years 
the ago appallingly high proportion 
of 60 per cent of undergraduates 
showed positive reactions. 

By positive reactions the doctor 
went on to explain, he meant that 
these students had scarred lungs 
showing a past bout with consump- 
tion or had active syihptoms. When 
the case gets out of contrbl one 
efficient method is to inflate the 
infected lûng by "forcing ahr into 
the lung chamber and thereby rest- 
ing it In the meanwhile the patient 
must keep to his bed to rest and 
recuperate. A short discussion fol- 
lowed the showing of the film. 



A series of programmes in which 
Denver vocationaU leaders will ad- 
dress freshmen in an attempt to 
guide first-year students has been

CORNELIA ADEPT 
IN MCGAMiY ART 

Cornelia Otis Skinner Dis- 
cusses Ventriloquism

pORNELIA Otis Skinner, inter- 
^ viewe'd by the "McGill Daily, 
admitted that her type of dramatic 
presentation is unique. "Mono 
logues are not original. People 
have done them before. But : 
thiiik that few have really special 
ized in them the way that I have." 

Miss Skinner was accordingly 
asked whether she did not think 
that the present popularity of ven 
triloquism rivalled her method. The 
actress registered mild surprise 
"Ventriloquism is a' clever trick,' 
she said; "it's, something like acro- 
batics. I hope my performance Is 
more of an art." In fact she spent 
several years studying dramatic 
technique in Paris, at the Sorbonne 
and the Comédie Française. "That's 
why my French accent was so good 
in the monologue this afternoon," 
Miss Skinner remarked. 

In her sketches, she plays many 
parts, alone. It was suggested that 
this might appear less >plausible to 
a theatre audience than to radio 
listeners. Miss Skinner disagreed 
entirely. She feels that her ap- 
proach requires closer touch, with 
the audience than radio can give 
her. When asked; "How about tlie 
audience at the Rudy Vallee hour?" 
she replied: "Oh, no; they only 
come to watch the broadcast" 

In the course of the interview an 
enraptured fan sent in a copy of 
'Excuse It Pleasel" to be auto- 
graphed. This book is a collection 
of her amusing contributions to the 
New Yorker and other magazines. 
But writtog Is only a sideline with 
her. "I do it for fun," she com-: 
mented. "Are athletics your Idea 
of havhig fun?" she was questioned. 
"No, I hate most forms of sport 
even skiing." With this defiance of 
a noble Canadian tradition, the re- 
porters folt that the interview wa* 
concluded.

THE MANAGING BOARD. 
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An Ounce of 
Prevention . . . 

«pAREFUL students of public health 
^in this country are of the opinion that 
an annual expenditure of at least two- 
fifty per capita in disease prevention, or 
a total of less than> thirty million dollars— 
Or one-tenth of that sum now spent in- 
éfféctively on disease cure — would revolu- 
tionize the health of the country." 

This challenging statement by a dis- 
tinguished member of the Canadian 
medical profession merits careful consider- 
ation. It reflects the general sentiment, 
increasingly Widespread among Canadians, 
that that the conser\'ation of human and 
natural resources requires careful, national, 
long-term planning. 

Thus about the same time that the 
above statement was made, another mem- 
ber of the profession, Dr. C. F. Martin of 
Montreal, made a plèa for the launching 
of a public health campaign by the 
Dominion Government. 

The old happy-go-lucky public health 
methods which were quite appropriate in 
their time, no longer suffice in this day and 
age. High-powered living, and horsè-and- 
buggy methods of disease prevention go ill 
together. 

Some progress in planned disease 
prevention was being made in the pre- 
depression years. But this halted when 
the Government, • faced with sharply- 
declining revenues, curtailed social service 
expenditures. After all it was merely the 
nation's physical well-being that was at 
stake. 

It is interesting to note that the fate 
of a national health campaign as like .many 
other national measures is intimately 
bound up with the fate of the current social 
insurance legislation drafted by the gov- 
ernment. If that . falls through thèn 
national health planning will receive a 
severe blow. Thus horse-and-buggy health 
methods are closely related to a horse-and- 
buggy conception of the Canadian Con- 
stitution.

Give Them Air 

Nowhere will the ndvent of spring be 
grèeted with more relief than in the Law 
Building, that quaint and old-world suite 
of rooms perched atop thè east wing of the 
Arts Building. ' For spring will mean 
wàrméï' weather, which will in turn permit 
of the free opening of windows, a proce- 
dure which will, finally, allow of the entry 
of clean, wholesome and breathable air, a 
commodity not enjoyed by McGill's stu- 
dents at law since the first frosty breath of 
winter.

What results, however, is this: A number 
of novitiates gàthèr in one of the two 
classrooms to listen to a lecture on a cold 
.da£> ^jemperature p| ^ room is 



comfortable. As the lecture proceeds it 
becomes increasingly 'evident that the 
supply of oxygen is diminishing rapidly, 
resulting in torpor on the part of the 
listeners, and perhaps on the lecturer as 
well. Information which is counted on to 
help the student through his examinations 
and later to eke out a living in his . pro- 
fession passes completely over his be- 
fuddled head. The obvious solution is 
naturally to throw open the windows with 
abandon, but, as we have stated, the day 
is cold, and such a proceeding exposes half 
the class to the dangers of head colds, stiff 
necks, and various pulmonary ailments, as 
the conètruction of the rooms seems 
cunningly contrived to cause the circulation 
of draughts in undindnished force to every 
corner. 

Thus, the law studênt in winter must 
either freeze or lapse into a coma. This is 
surely undesirable in its broader aspects, 
although it may give him a .certain resist- 
ance to the atmosphere of the Court House 
in his practice. While the cause of com- 
plaint is nearly past for this year, it is 
permissible to hope that it will someday 
cease entirely to exist. 




OF SINGLE BLESSEDNESS. 
'T'HAT rugged and persistent Individualist, 

Miss Cornelia Otis Skinner, who acts as 
she pleases (and what she pleases, too), herdéd 
all her shadowy ^leople on to the stage of His 
Majesty's Theatre on Sunday afternoon for a 
single appearance In this city. 

As with real art, the paraphernalia of Miss 
Skinner's profession are of the utmost sim- 
plicity. Given a fèw seconds in which to 
acquire one or two lonely props, or shuffle a 
pair of chairs and a table, or perhaps only to 
shake off the traces of her last personality, she 
can successively impersonato a dozen different 
characters or more, or even be an «ntlre play 
to herself, as she recently was In Edna His Wife. 

One must admire Miss Skinner's method. 
In a full-léngth play it would be nonsense to 
try to separate the dramatic unity from the 
kind of stunting that makes it possible, but In 
Modern Monologues which she offered us on 
Sunday, where there is no such imlty, such a 
problem naturally does not exist. Then, too, 
she does not produce her characters with the 
accustomed casual air of a magician pulling a 
rabbit from a silk hat, nor does she always 
propose to play a game of .conventionalized 
hoop-la with them. There are the cases where 
emotional appeal grew too strong and obvious 
for most people's credulity, but some of the 
charactèrs stem directly from her own observa- 
tion and understanding, and depend equally 
upon characterization and psychological finish 
as upon the astonishing physical and dialectal 
differences between them. The effect is thus 
less that of a trick artist performing wonderful 
quick-change feats, than that of a fine actress 
doing morceaux choisis out of an extended 
repertokè. 

You could hardly argue with the fidelity 
of Miss Skinnèr's people; everyone knows their 
originals, and rejoices to see them as triumph- 
antly displayed as she can display them. There 
are sober and antic moods, and poisonous ones, 
such as the picture of a domineering old New 
Englander of Hotel Porch, but Miss Skinner is 
best, and ; certainly most popular in the por- 
trayal of Innefectual, or harassed, or dilettante 
females. These are the protagonists of Nurse's 
Day Out, Homework, and Being Presented, the 
properties of which went as far as a six-foot 
train and some large, white ostrich-feathers, 
and A Lady Explorer, some brilliant fun àt the 
expense of the English lecturer on the African 
scene. 

Miss Skinner's charades provided an in- 
teresting example of the immense power of 
suggestion upon an audience. When one has 
got over thé initial shock ' of liearing her dis- 
coiirse with imaginary characters,' the ear grows 
attuned to their replies to such a remarkable 
extent that the stage is gradually populated 
with the ghostly figures, which seem eventually 
ahnost as real and solid as their audible 
medium. Monologue into dialogue— a strange 
sort of paradox, indeed, but not unconnected 
>vith the seldom realized ideal of the diseuse, 
one of the ultlmatès of that dubious ari-RA.M.

LAST FLIGHT. Emella Earhart. Harcourt, 
Brace and Co., New York. 1937. Foreword 
and Arrangement by G. P. Putnam. 
Emelia Earhart has been much in the news 
in the last few- years. She has beèn one of the. 
foremost of women aviators with flights across 
the Pacific and Atlantic to her credit But her 
fame is also in some part due to the interest 
she took in making flying familiar and possible 
to everyone, especially women. 

Last Flight is probably her last literary 
achievement for all hope of her return seems 
to be given up. In it she gives us a brief 
biography of her flying life and takes time to 
describe the preparation for this last flight 
This around the world flight was begun originJ' 
ally from the 'west coast and ended in temporary 
disaster in Hawaii. Returning to the States 
A.E. as she is referred to in the parts of the 
book ■ which she did not write, hnmediately 
began preparing for a new start and finally 
slipped away ràthér quietly from Miami at 
dawn on June the first 

From Miami to San Juan and then tb Para- 
maribo. Then further down the coast of South 
America to Fortaleza followed by a short hop 
to Natal from whence they were to take off to 
cross the Southern Atlantic. Miss Earhart 
describes both her flying experiences and the 
country ovèr which the plane passed. 

Crossing the Atlantic in thirteen hours and 
twelve minutes Miss Earhart and her navigator 
Fred Noonan set thieir ship down at St Louis, 



Senegal just before nightfall. Soon they were 
at Dakar further down the coast ready to take 
off for their flight across Africa.. This part 
of the flight was over country that had not 
often been travelled by ah: before. The first 
stop from Dakar was at Gao outpost on the 
Sahara from there they crossed the Sahara 
which AJE. describes "as barren beyond words." 
Soon they were across Africa and then Arabia 
passed away underneath. 

Their next lap was across India and down 
the Malay peninsula and then across the ocean 
to Port Darwin in northwestern Australia; then 
to Lae In New Guinea where they arrived on 
June thirtieth, after a flight of seven hours and 
forty-three minutes from Port Darwin. 

It was at Lae that Miss Earhart left the 
last chapter of this book for on July second 
she left for Howland Island, and there her own 
story ends. 

The book is interesting and has a fine and 
easy style. A.E.'s descriptions of both the lands 
and waters over which she flew are full of her 
personality and character. This is the out- 
standing feature of the book, not what is 
described and recounted but the soul of the 
person who saw it and felt these experiences. 
Amelia Earhart's love of courage and thtogs 
courageous are evident throughout. 

The foUowhig is a letter she wrote to her 
husband George Putnam Just before the 
beginning of the world flight. 

"Please know I am quite aware of the 
hazards. I want to do it because I want to do 
it Women must try to do things just as men 
have tried. When they fail, their failure must be 
but a challenge to others," —MARTLET.

HELL ON ICE— The Saga* of the "Jeanette" by 

Commander Edward Elleberg. Published 

by Dood, Mead & Co., New York. 1938. 

Price $2.75. 

On the summit of a grass hill in Maryland 
looking across an arm of the Severn River 
towards the ^reading layms and the gray 
buildings of the Naval Academy, stands a -stone 
cross frosted with marble icicles, topping an 
oddly shaped granite cairn. 

Until Commander Ellsjjerg published this, 
his latest volunme, that monument was the 
only tribute to Lieutenant-Commander G. W. 
Belong and the. officers and men who perished 
with him in the' "Jeanette" expedition of 1879 
in search of the North Pole. 

The story is told in the first person by 
George Wallace Melville, engineer-officer of 
the Jeanette, a "three master, barque-rigged, 
able in a fair breeze under full sail to make 
six knots." Melville later became 1 an admhral, 
and at the time of his retirement held the 
position of Engineer-in-Chief of the United 
States Navy. He was blunt, loyal and lovable, 
a man whose versatility In widely dissimilar 
fields of human endeavour gave him the right 
to be ranked among America's heroes. 

i)j^i»|Baga of the far north, reconstructed 
froiifinjaU-suppressed and never wholly known 
record, has the wild Arctic gales singing 
through it, the screech and roar of tumbling Ice 
floes, the flaming colours of the Aurora 
Borealis, the smell of wet furs, and the cries 
of men, now hoarse and desperate as they 
faced destruction, now softened by the hope of 
salvation, and through it all, the presence of a 
woman who waits at home, in agony looking 
towards the void of the unknown north.

THE EXCHANGE EDITOR

Today charges fly across the 
Dominion of Canada which practi- 
cally amount to sedition and incite 
to riot plus insurrection and 
violence. - 

Whether or not the allegations 
of Tim Buck be entteely true, there 
seems to be something in them, for 
Mr. Buck is, for once, following, 
not leading, the federal parliament 
at Ottawa. 

In the house during the last week, 
there have been various charges 
running around loose, Including the 
one about Fascist activities in Que; 
bee in the drilling of forces. 
Wednesday we saw, also, in the 
Daily Province the allegations that 
wages in the east were, so- pro- 
hibitively low that manufactured 
products of the west could not com- 
pete with those of the east in the 
open market 

Taking the last item first, we 
point out that Mr. Buck, in his 
message released to the Canadian 
University Press, says: "We are 
fighting for trade union organiza- 
tion, and the advancement of living 
standards." 

THUNDER OVER QUEBEC. 

Looking at the revelation of 
wage differences, not only from thé 
report of the Province, but also 
from the charges raised in the 
house not so long ago as regards 
sweatshop conditions in Quebec, 
and then at the charge^ of Mr. 
Buck we are inclined to remark 
that perhaps Quebec's business is 
now Canada's and B.C.'s business. 

In the last while we have heard 
all manner of talk from Quebec 
right .the way down from Padlock 
Laws, and the restrictions of the 
freedom of speech, to ideas on sec- 
tionalism and necessity of revising 
the B.N.A. Act and returning to 
a more decentralized type of gov- 
ernment in Canada, with the ma- 
jority of powers, restfaig in provin- 
cial governments. 

We suggest that it is about time 
that Quebec got wise to itself and 
remembered 'way back , around the 
1780's and the Quebec whenlFrench 
Canada got a better deaFtlSff any 
conquered people had ever got be- 
fore, or ever have since. The French- 
Canadian was given his rights, 
freedom of religion, etc., and ever 
since he has been receiving a 
square deal,- i deal -vyhlch was a 
lot better than he might have got. 
And at that time he did his bit by 
co-operating because it was not to 
his advantage to do otherwise. 
COLOSSAL IMPUDENCE. 

Now that certain powers-that-be 
see that It is to their own advan- 
tage to propose things which defin- 
itely lead away from the prtaciples 
of British citizenship and manhood, 
they have the colossal impudence 
to take steps which endanger the 
unity of Canada, and which are 
definitely below the ethical, moral, 
and economic principles of the rest 
of the country. 

It is time that the rest of Canada 
stood up and demanded that Que- 
bec comply with the word and the 
principles ' of Canadian law and 
order, and with Canadian economic 
principles as regards wages, stan- 
dards of living, education and free- 
dom of speech, or be prosecuted in 
the Federal courts for non-compli- 
ance. And if the means for such 
action be not as yet present then 
it Is fully time" that they were 
created. 

From the point of view of British 
Columbia, equitable wages and 
standards of living are the best in- 
surance towards an equitable basis 
of a ta.it competitive market. From 
the point of view of Canada as a 
whole such things* coupled with 
freedom of speech and better lower 
educational opportunities and stan- 
dards are the best insurance, not 
only for Canadian democracy, but 
Canadian unity and stability, 
MB. BUCK IS CONSTRUCTIVE. 

Mr. Buck's demands for unem- 
ployment insurance,, rehabilitation 
of drought areas arid stricken farm- 
ers, better opportunities for youth 
on the basis of organized voca- 
tional training and university ex- 
tensions are constructive demands, 
and, no matter what he may say 
regarding democracy and commun- 
ism, etc., those Ideas are of urgent 
necessity to, Canada. 

That Quebec has the temerity to 
act as it has done in the suppression 
of free speech In a country such as 
Canada Is more than coUossal Im- 
pudence to the Canadian people, 
especially when it is charged with 
drilling fascist men. It is so out- 
rageously antlCanadian that it Is as 
bad as a major infraction of the 
Criminal Code. 

Whatever Quebec may think, It 
should realize that it is only a 
minor part of Canada, and that its 
existence was only g U^gjUd hi 
the first place by suff én^^Sat the 
basis of necèssity cteat^8|!^!^eir 
prior occupation, ol .bàijàda. It 



therefore should time Its^ to Can- 
ada, not Canada to itself. 

It might also realize that here on 
the Pacific Coast armaments are 
rising for defensive measures for 
Canada, and that, with present 
conditions as they are, Canada de- 
mands a united front and not an 
eastern spilt of provinces. The 
problems .and demands of Quebec 
are as so much chaff in comparison 
to the real problems of Canada as 
they are best exemplified on the 
Pacific Coast Unity is the one 
watchword, and unity not only 
within, but unity as a nation with 
other powers without, for the pre- 
servation of a nationhood which 
Canada cannot hope to maintain 
herself. Let Quebec chew on that 
for a while.

Nothing Sacred. 

Directed by David O. Selznick; 
produced in Technicolor.

With a New York tabloid as a 
dependable background and a tal- 
ented cast to put It over, David 
Selznick has produced another 
piece of fine entertainment. Carole 
Lombard stars as the fake radium- 
poisoning victim while Fredric 
March is adequate as the crack 
newspaper reporter. 

Spread over the headlines as the 
factory girl doomed to a hideous 
death from radium poisoning, Miss 
Lombard is informed by her doctor, 
played by Charles Wlnninger, that 
it is all a mistake and she Is per- 
fectly healthy. However, being 
anxious to see the big city, Miss 
Lombard conceals this and accepts 
the offer of a New York paper to 
come to the city as a guest; and the 
picture is on its hilarious way. 
Walter Connolly is the high-voltage, 
bad-tempered city editor while the 
supporting cast is strong.

a helping hand. Much may be gain 
ed by close co>operation between 
the various sports' representatives 
of the managerial system and the 
Daily's Sports Staff. One can help 
the other and the greatest benefit 
to the success of the interclass and 
interfaculty sports may be dérived 
by a close understanding of the 
two bodies.

Another item which 
wbuia greatly benefit these ac 
tivities would be an Increased bud 
get Bill Boggs in his election plat' 
form for Student Representative to 
the Athletic Board, has advocated 
certain additions which, if he is 
elected and they are carried through 
should io a long way in achieving 
very good results. It is up to the 
student representative to present 
before the Athletic Board, from 
whence the necessary money comes, 
the needs of these activitiés. It is 
only by this means that the future

YOUTH AND POLITICS 

By HON. NORMAN ROGERS, M.P. 
A Feature of (he N.F.C.U.S. 

I doubt if any special appeal is 
needed to persuade the youth of 
Canada to take an active interest in 
politics. Those of you who have 
come of age during the post-war 
period have been brought face to 
face with conditions and problems 
which are a challenge to statesman 
ship and a bugle-call to active ser 
vice in the public life of the Do 
minion. Many youth organizations 
in Canada have denounced the 
folly and futility of war. This Is as 
it should be. But this negative at- 
titude towards war should be bal- 
anced by a positive interest in tlie 
maintenance of peace and a will 
ingness to accept personal reponsi 
billty for the task of rebuilding or 
Improving the political and social 
structure of our country. 

A readiness to assume the full 
diities of citizenship is more impor- 
tant than allegiance to a particular 
political party. I have been asked, 
however, to discuss the subject of 
"Youth and Politics" from the 
standpoint of the Liberal Party. As 
a member of that party I welcome 
the opportunity to deal briefly with 
what I may describe as the Liberal 
approach to 'Canadian problems. 
Historically, the Liberal movement 
in all countries has been directed 
towards the removal of privilege 
and a more equitable distribution 
of the productive income of the 
community. This approach to the 
problems of the present day cannot 
fail to lead us along the path of 
constitutional and social reform. 
We believe the spirit of Liberal 
thought is in greater demand today 
than ever before. We are convinc 
ed that the Liberal emphasis on 
freedom Is of vital Importance at a 
time, when events in other coun 
tries suggest that hard-won liberty 
may easily be lost through an im- 
pulsive acceptance of new philos- 
ophies of government 

In its practical application we 
recognize that freedom in our day 
must be given a larger social con- 
tent. The struggle for responsible 
government has been fought and 
won. Constitutional freedom has 
been established. Canada is now 
a free and equal member of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 
Freedom must now be translated 
into social and economic terms. We 
must recognize that economic in- 
security, poverty and fear are the 
negation of freedom. We are 
pledged to use our powers of taxa- 
tion and legislation to. bring about 
an increasing, measure of social 
security for our people. Where 
constitutional changes are necessary 
to enable us to achieve our objec- 
tive we are prepared to bring about 
these changes without impairing 
the protection afforded to minori- 
ties under thp federal constitution. 

The Liberal Party is also pledged 
to greater freedom of trade and has 
recognized that this policy is not 
only In the best hiterests of Canada 
but is also the path which offers 
the best means of improving inter- 
national relations. Canada is an 
exportmg country. Its economic 
welfare depends upon its ability to 
dispose of its exportable surplus in 
foreign countries. The Liberal 
Party has never been deluded by 
the home-market argument of the 
high protectionists. We have' held 
consistently to the view that It is 
the manifest duty of a Canadian 
government to secure and main- 
tain the continuous outlets ior the 



products of our farms, our mines, 
our forests and our fisheries. We 
believe our industrial structure 
depends upon the health of these 
primary industries. We are pre- 
pared accordhigly to revise the 
tariff to the extràt necessary to 
obtain access to foreign markets 
and to matatain the bargatoing 
position of our producers in these 
markets. We believe the Recipro- 
city Agreement with the United 
States -has confurmed the wisdom 
of this position on trade and tariff 
policies. 

It is a function of crisis to de- 
velop self-crltlclsm. Because insti- 
tutions have apparently failed in 
an hour of need, many are tempted 
to discard them completely in the 
search for a new and better order. 
Such an attitude is alien to ' the 
sphrit of Liberalism. This does not 
mean that a Liberal Party In Can- 
ada, or in. any other country, can 
afford to ignore profound changes 
in the purpose and structure of 
government which are now taking 
place in other parts of the world. It 
does mean that Liberalism must 
conserve the best values in our in- 
herited institutions, while keeping 
an open mind In relation to the 
changes required to make them 
serve more faithfully the highest 
welfare of the community. If vio- 
lent change is to be avoided, a way 
must be found between the extreme 
of reaction,; which seeks to main- 
tain things as they are, and'the ex- 
treme of innovation, which seeks 
to break our organic connection 
with past development. To say 
that Liberalism in Canada must 
follow the middle course is neither 
on a patli promising escape. Social 
Credit claims to be Just that means. 

We in Alberta with our marvel- 
lously rich and varied resources, 
and with our virile people are able 
to produce goods and services In- 
calculable. We contend that we 
therefore have "backing," "founda- 
tion" or "support" for a tremend- 
ously increased volume of money. 

Who is creating our "tags" now? 
Our Government finds that our 
Bankhig System Is exercising the 
monopoly of creating our "tags." 
May I briefly illustrate how they 
do it? According to the present 
usage a banker can come into a 
community and open his door on 
Monday morning with one thou 
sand dollars in his vault At 11 
o'clock he lends $1,000 to a farmer 
A, but he still has his $1,000 in the 
vault. At 2 o'clock in the after 
noon he can lend another $1,000 to 
merchant B and still have his or- 
igmal $1,000 In his vault This fact 
is very confustag to the average 
mind. On Monday morning, the 
Banker would say he had $1,000 on 
deposit. On Monday night .after 
lending $2,000 he would say he had 
$3,000 on deposit Thus there are 
two distinct kinds of deposit first 
that made by a man putting money 
into the bank, and, second, that 
made by men taking money' out of 
the bank. The first kind consists 
of regular Canadian dollars, bills, 
currency; the second kiiid consists 
of flgures-ln-a-book, cheque-book 
money, bank credit The second kind 
is made with a fountain pen out of 
nothing. It is a kind of tags. Its 
backing or support is the cattle, 
grahi, etc., in Alberta. 

Our banker friends have been 
laboring to instruct us concerning 
banking. They have succeeded in 
proving what we already believed. 

This vital flaw in modem banking 
is not à recent or accidental de- 
velopment; On the contrary it 
arises from the very nature of pri- 
vate commercial banking itself and 
modem bankhig may be said only 
to have been bom when it was 
originated. Thus the early bankers 
were commonly money changers 
and goldsmiths. After a time, people 
would bring gold and other precious 
metals to these gentry for safe- 
keeping and would then be given 
receipts which entitled the holders 
to claim their deposits. Biit since 
the depositors knew that the gold 
was theu^ for the asking they 
seldom asked for It As iime went 
on, in purchasing goods they came 
to offer not the actual gold which 
they owned but the receipts for this 
Gold, and these came to be equally 
acceptable to the sellers. Then to 
the goldsmiths and private bankers 
came a cunning thought with which 
was bom private banking. Since 
so little gold and coin wds asked 
for, why couldn't they issue certi- 
ficates for more gold than they 
had? If any group of persons askéd 
for gold there would be enough to 
pay them off and keep them satis- 
fied. Since it was the height of 
Improbability that all the holders 
of certificates would ask for their 
gold at any one time, the goldsmiths 
and private bankers felt safe in 
issuing these additional certificates. 
In so doing they created additional 
monetary purchasing power which 
they bestowed on themselves and 
thus greatly increased their wealth.- 
Then they loaned this purchasing 
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power out to borrowers, and of 
course charged interest for it Had 
this been done by governments, 
modem financial ■ writers would 
have condemned it as inflation of 
the worst sort, but since it was 
designed to enrich private bankers, 
it is now labelled (when recog- 
nized) as the orighi of sound 
bankhig." 

It would appear evident that the 
Social Creditors in their contentions 
that State money based upon goods 
and services producing powers of 
the State are on solid ground.
